Chandler Davis was a pioneer of Wisconsin, lo- 
cating in Dodge county in 1849. He was a car- 
penter, millwright and contractor, and in the Bad- 
eer state, with its large milling and lumbering 
resources, found ample scope for his skill. He 
not only started one of the first mills in his sec- 
tion, but invested in a large tract of land which 
he partially cleared of timber. In 1863 he re- 
moved to Freeborn county, Minn., and near Al- 
bert Lea engaged in farming until coming to 
Tacoma, Wash., in 1894. his death occurring 
there in ‘1903, at the age of seventy-six vears. 
llis last years were spent in retirement, and he is 
survived by his wife, now seventy-six years of 
age.
